The liver is the largest organ in 
the body. 
It serves the body in 
m any ways, some of which still re ­ 
m ain to be defined. 
The liver secretes an im portant 
digestive juice, bile, essential to the 
proper digestion of fats. 
Through 
bile the body excretes oertain waste 
products. 
The liver serves as a large filter­ 
ing plant for the blood. 
T hus it 
renders harm less toxic substances 
present in the blood coming from 
the region of the intestines. 
T he liver also filters out and de­ 
stroys bacteria and foreign bodies 
th a t find their way into the blood 
stream . 
Glycogen, commonly term ed an i­ 
mal starch in co n trad istin ctio n to 
vegetable starch, is a peculiarly a l­ 
tered form of sugar produced and 
stored in the liver. 
T hus placed It is a source of 
readily available energy. 
The liver 
can, when the body dem ands it, pour 
out into the blood quantities of 
stored sugar. 
The liver plays an im portant role 
in carrying further the digestive 
processes carried on w ithin the di­ 
gestive tract. 
The bile produced by the liver 
cells is gathered up and poured into 
the digestive tra c t through two fair­ 
ly large tubes, called ducts. 
These ducts unite to form w hat 
is term ed the common duct. 
The 
gall bladder is a sort of pouch hang­ 
ing down from this. 
Here 
bile 
accum ulates 
and 
Is 
i .stored until required in the diges­ 
tive process. The gall bladder, how­ 
ever. is not essential to life. 
In the light its role as a buffer 
against toxic substances, bacteria, 
etc., it is to be expected th a t the 
liver will be subject to a number 
I of disease conditions. 
Experience shows th a t diseases of 
| of the liver are commem, and among 
j these probably one of the most com- 
i mon is disease of the gall bladder.

Butte, Mont. i AP)— Jewelry and 
silverware.

gists at the Montana School of 
Mines. 
This fall work will start to dis­ 
cover whether this can be done in

Research workers at the Butte 
technical school hardened copper 
by the addition of about two per 
cent nickel suicide.

May Influence Other States 


Atlanta (AP)—Will Huey Long's 
plan to prohibit cotton planting in 
1932 be adopted in the south? 
A few days ago a chorus of "No!" 
from every .section of Dixie, except 
possibly Louisiana, would have been 
the answer. 
But now the negative is not so 
emphatic. Those who have opposed 
the plan from the first admit that 
the idea is gaining ground. 
Louisiana has passed 
the 
law. 
The senate voted in favor of it ten 
minutes after it reached the floor. 
The bill was rushed to Governor 
Long's bedroom in the executive 
mansion at 1:40 a. rn. He sat up in 
bed, clad in a cotton nightshirt, and 
signed the 
bill, 
making 
it 
law, 
effective 
when 
states 
producing 
three-fourths of the cotton crop 
have concurred. 
‘‘Asinine” Says Bilbo 
There are those who doubt the 
constitutionality of the law, and the 
legality of its enforcement, but 
none is as blunt in his statement as 
Governor Theodore Bilbo of Missis­ 
sippi, who classed the plan as "wild, 
fanatic and asinine in the extreme.” 
Nevertheless. 
South 
Carolina, 
Georgia and Florida farmers have 
gone on record, in unexpected num­ 
bers. as favoring the plan, and Gov. 
Ibra C. Blackwood of South Caro­ 
lina is expected to call a sprcial 
session of the legislature to enact a 
law similar 
to 
that 
passed 
by 
Louisiana.

But Gov. Ross Sterling, after poll­ 
ing Texas senators .declared a ma­ 
jority opposed any plan to control 
cotton acreage by law and that a 
special session would be futile. 
The Texas governor, requested by 
Governor Gardner of North Caro­ 
lina to Join in calling a conference 
of governors, senators and others to 
discuss the problem, declared such 
procedure might involve delays. 
South Watching Texas 
Meanwhile in Georgia Gov. Rich­ 
ard R. Russell, Jr., had announced 
that a special session of the legis­ 
lature would be called when aud 
if one should be ordered convened 
in Texas. 
Russell 
telegraphed 
President 
Hoover and the federal farm board 
that Georgia 
would 
cooperate in 
any feasible plan. 
Reports from many counties in 
Georgia indicate that many farmers 
would sanction legislation prohibit­ 
ing the planting of cotton next year. 
Gov. Harvey Parnell, of Arkansas, 
next to Texas in cotton production, 
said the "idea is gaining strength 
rapidly” in his state. 
In Oklahoma Governor Murray 
proposed a law

Approval by a majority of the cot­ 
ton producing states would be re­ 
quired. 
J. E. McDonald, Texas commis­ 
sioner of agriculture, has advocated 
legislation to cut cotton acreage 
in half in 1932. Texas, which pro­ 
duces a third of the nation's crop, 
this year planted 63 per cent of its 
cultivated land in cotton.

Fire Year Ako Delayed Com­ 
pletion Of Big Edifice 
Long Time. 


Harrisburg, Sept. 16 (AP)—-This 
morning three departments of the 
state government began the task of 
moving their offices into the new 
education building on capitol hill. 
The fire, which destroyed the in­ 
terior of the building to the extent 
of $750,000 last October 3. has de­ 
layed the actual moving of the of­ 
fices approximately eleven months. 
It had been expected that the wel­ 
fare department, securities commis­ 
sion and department of public in­ 
struction would move into the new 
building about November I last year. 
The fire changed these plans and 
the moving began today. 
Because of the immense work in­ 
volved it is not expected that the 
moving of the state library from the 
present library and museum build­ 
ing into the new building will be 
completed until November. 
Welfare on 5th Floor 
The en tre fifth floor of the new 
building will be occupied by the of­ 
fices of the welfare department. The 
state securities commission will have 
its offices on the fourth floor and 
the remainder of the fourth floor 
and all of the third floor will house 
the offices of the state department 
of public instruction. 
The first and second floors of the 
building house the general library, 
law library and the auditorium with 
a seating capacity of 2,000. while in 
the 
b a s e m e n t 
compartments 
have been provided for the rare and j 
valuable books and manuscripts in 
the possession of the state library.

After the moving is completed the 
present library and museum build- * 
ing will be given over to the state 
museum.
